GERMANS SEIZE DESERTER, 


FISHING IX SWISS WATERS 


BERNE, Switzerland. Sept. 27.— 


Great indignation has been caused 
in Switzerland by a German viola- 
tion of the 
Swiss 
frontier on the 


Lake of oCnstance. A German sub- 
ject named Walz, a resident of Swit- 
zerland, left his wife at the summons 
to colors at the beginning of the war. 
But at the first opportunity he de- 
serted, escaped across the Lake of 
Constance, and resumed his occupa- 
tion as a fisherman there. The Lake 
of oCnstance is partly German and 
partly Swiss, and Walz was careful, 
as may be imagined, to remain with- 
in the limits of Swiss territory. But 
while he was fishing in Swiss waters 
he was kidnapped by a German pa- 
trol boat, which had violated the 
Swiss frontier in order to capture 
him. 


Walz had been denounced to the 


German authorities by 
spies, who

sels would commit. 


Whenever a matter involving public wel- 


fare comes before you for consideration, it 
is is up to you to digest it completely before 
reaching an opinion. If you are unduly 
rapid abort making up your mind, you may 
overlook part of the evidence, render an 
unjustified verdict and make an error which 
later years would have to find some means 
of correcting. 
That's why rapidity of 


thought is not preferable to completeness of 
consideration.
